Since his return from the Navy, 
Ed Jensen, Pahokee's postmaster, 
has bad many inquiries in regard 
to establishment of city mail de- 
livery in Pahokee, Requirements 
for such a service are as follows: 
City delivery service may be estab- 
lished at any city having postal re- 


` ceipts of at least $10,000.00. for 


the preceding fiscal yéar and hav- 
ing & population of 2,500 or more 
residing within territory possessing 
good and continuous sidewalks, 
paved streets, house numbers, 
street lights, and signs, and mail 
receptacles or door slots. The 
territory must also be 50 percent 
improved, with. houses. 

Pahokee's gross receipts for the 
past fiscal year ran close to $19,- 
060 which is almost double the re- 
quirement. About three years ago 
the Lions Club became intereste: 
and city officials and p: 
citizens succeeded in getting “thi 
streets named and houses num: 
bered. Some of the street signs 
were put up at the time but most 


+ of them are illegible or gone today 


Postmaster Jensen believes that 
another attempt should be made to 
sécure city mail delivery for Pa- 
hokee. He is of the opinion that 
such an attempt -will necessarily 
have to have a great deal of co- 
operation on the part of all con- 
cerned to make the move success- 
ful. Mr. Jensen says that he doubts 
if Pahokee could meet: the require- 
ments at present as to good con-| 
tinuous sidewalks, paved streets, 
street lights, signs or mail оер: 
tacles.

Approval of the $23,000 pro- 
posed new budget of the. Veterans’ 
Service Committee was asked of

.The Pahokee Legion's resolution 
asks approval of the expanded 
budget in order that a new white 
service bureau may be opened in 
Belle Glade and a negro officer 
‘appointed for the Everglades area.

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Busy Season Ahead 


The old Palm Beach County slogan, "Where Summer 
Spends the Winter" may. have to be revised. 

In years past it has done yeoman service in luring winter 
visitors to this county. ‘It did well enough in the days when 
most of our activity was confined to the winter months. 
What we need now is a slogan to convey the idea that busi- 
ness is going o nhere all the year round. 

Apparently a new.day is dawning, especially Tor the coun- 
ty’s varied agricultural industry. No longer are tillers of 
the soil compelled to rely on a few vegetable crops, grown 
during the winter months, and subject to the vagaries of 
Northern markets. 

Announcement of the Florida Food Products Crop., that 
it plans to operate'on a year around basis at Belle Glade is 
one of the encouraging signs of the times. The corpora- 
tion's huge canning and deep-freeze plant, we are told, 
doesn't intend to pay much attention to seasons. 

If it isn’t planting the various types of vegetables produc- 
ed.in that region it will be putting them through the deep 
freeze process. And when vegetables aren't available such 
items as frog legs, shrimp, fish and possibly meat will keep 
the plant going. 

This prospect opens an entirely new vista for the Glades 
vegetable grower, that may do more to take the gamble out 
of his business than anything that has ever happened. 

E. H. Borchardt, the live-wire Belle Glade grower-- and 
shipper who had the vision to see the possibilities of a big- 
scale deep-freeze plant there and ability to make it a reality, 
has earned the gratitude of the entire county. .
